W hen men like Bernard Comfeld, 
Glenn Tinner and Wesley D. Pa- 
valon were riding high, it seemed that 
just about everyone wanted a piece of 
their action. Hundreds of thousands of 
investors bet hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars on their schemes and those of other 
hot-shots of the 1960s. Then the money 
machine ground to a halt. Poor manage- 
ment, bad luck or, in a few cases, crimi- 
nal conduct brought down the high flyers 
of a decade ago, and the only recourse 
for investors was to write off their losses 
or— as thousands did— to sue for damages.

At CORNFELD's request, I returned to Beverly Hills 
on January 17, 1975, if I am not mistaken.

another secretary at the villa, who told me that all inter- 
continental communications were carried out in this ma nner! 

I can tell you that the "blue box" found in I \ room 

was larger than mine with many buttons and that it was 
kept in a small Samsonite suitcase. I have never used that 
apparatus and have never seen one in use. Furthermore, I 
never saw Bernard CORNFELD use the "blue boxes." I 
never spoke to him about them before the scandal.

Fugitive financier Bernard Corn- 
feld voluntarily returned to the Unit- 
ed States Wednesday and surren- 
dered to federal authorities on a 
three-count indictment charging him 
with defrauding the Pacific Tele- 
phone Co.. He was released after 
posting a $10,000 bond. 

Believed to have been living in 
London and Mexico for the last eight 
months, Comfeld declined to com- 
ment on specifics of the charges 
against him but said he was "con- 
fident" he would be found innocent. 


Comfeld was indicted last June on 
charges of using two illegal "blue 
box" devices over a 16-month period 
in 1974 and 1S75 to make 344 over- 
seas phone calls from his Beverly 
Hills mansion. Blue boxes are devices 
that intercept the phone company's 
long distance overseas networks to 
avoid any charges. 

Comfeld was told by U.S. Magis- 
trate Vanetta S. Tassopulos he would 
not have to forfeit his passport, nor 
would he be restricted in his travels. 

The former head of the now de- 
funct Investors Overseas Services 
’ was ordered to retur n to federa l 
court March 15 for arraignment and 
his plea: 

.gPflfc© flamboyant millionaire was 
Squeezed out as the controlling pow- 
er of JOS in 1970 by Robert Yesco,

Bernard Cornfeld, reputed international financier , 
founded Investors Overseas Services CIOS) , a multimillion 
dollar mutual fund operation headquartered in Geneva, 
Switzerland. He was arrested in May, 1973, more than two 
years after the financial collapse of IOS. He spent nearly 
11 months in a Swiss prison before being released on 
$1.5 million dollar bail in April, 1974, pending trial in 
Swiss courts. 


According to an article appearing in the Wall Street 
Journal, May 19, 1978, Cornfeld was deposed as head of 
IOS in 1970, and was ultimately succeeded by Robert L. Vesco, 
who then allegedly looted much of the $2.2 billion in investments. 
Said article related a Swiss appeals court ruled that Cornfeld 
must stand charges of fraud, embezzlement, and "criminal 
mismanagement" stemming from the collapse of IOS. Results 
of that proceeding are unknown. 


On August 13, 1976, after a jury trial in United 
States District Court, Los Angeles, California, Bernard 
Cornfeld was found guilty on three counts of violation of 
Title 18, United States Code, Section 1343; Fraud By Wire. 

On September 30, 1976, he was sentenced to serve two years 
in custody of the United States Attorney General. Twenty-one 
months ,of the sentence was suspended, and Cornfeld was 
also placed on three years probation, fined $3,000, and ordered 
to pay $7,000 restitution. Cornfeld appealed the conviction. 
The conviction, which stemmed from the use of a "blue box" 
to circumvent telephone company charges for long distance 
calls, was allowed to stand by the United States Supreme 
Court on March 20, 1978. 


Cornfeld is known to have maintained residences 
in Geneva and Los Angeles. According £0 General Telephone 
Directory, Western Section, area code 213, March, 1982, 
Cornfeld subscribes to telephone number 550-8379, located at 
1100 Carolyn Way, Beverly Hills, California.

The outstanding work of your Assistants Paul : 

G. Flynn and Thomas J. Nolan in the prosecution of 
Bernard Cornfeld in United States District Court, Los 
Angeles, California, was recently brought to my attention. 
This case involved the use by certain individuals who 
frequented the Cornfeld residence of a "blue box" device 
to circumvent long-distance telephone call charges. 
Generally, such a case is not of great consequence ; 
however, in this instance, the fraud was perpetrated 
by an individual who is perhaps internationally known 
because of his questionable financial practices and 
one who has been convicted abroad in connection with 
his financial activities. While the evidence developed 
did not directly link Cornfeld with the actual placing 
of calls by using a "blue box" , evidence was obtained to 
show that such "blue box" calls were made with his 
knowledge and consent. This case was further complicated 
by the fact that the various witnesses to these illegal 
telephone calls were individuals who were indebted to 
Cornfeld in varying degrees and whose testimony was given

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UNITED STATES v. CORNFELD 


Before ELY and HUFSTEDLER, Cir- 
cuit Judges, and LINDBERG,* District 
Judge. 

PER CURIAM: 

Appellant Bernard Cornfeld was con- 
victed by jury trial on three counts of 
fraud by wire, in violation of 18 U.S.C. 
§ 1343, for the use of two multi-frequen- 
cy signal generators, called “blue boxes”, 
which enabled callers to reroute long dis- 
tance telephone calls and avoid being 
billed for the services. We affirm. 

I 

The indictment chronologically broke 
down the scheme to defraud into two 
separate time periods. Between July 20 
and October 18, 1974, Cornfeld utilized 
or caused to be utilized the “415” area 
code scheme, and between approximately 
October 29, 1974 and January 28, 1975, 
he utilized or caused to be utilized the 
“800" area code scheme. Count three 
pertained to a single telephone call on or 
about January 17, 1975, with respect to a 
call to Geneva, Switzerland. 

In December, 1974, William Chaney, 
an experienced Pacific Telephone Com- 
pany (Pacific) investigator, routinely re- 
viewed an 800 INWATS print-out for 
the period between October 29 and No- 
vember 7, 1974, and noted that twelve 
“800” number calls were made from tele- 
phone number 274-8698, registered to 
Grayhall, Inc., 1100 Carolyn Way, Bever- 
ly Hills, California (Grayhall). Seven of 
these calls were made to the Sheraton 
Hotel Reservation Service at 800-325- 
3535 and lasted a total of eighty-nine 
minutes, an average of 12.7 minutes. 
Chaney’s suspicions became aroused be- 
cause of the Sheraton reservation service 


number is one commonly employed by 
blue box users and the normal time peri- 
od within which reservation services are 
executed is less than three minutes. A 
check of the application for telephone 
service showed that appellant Cornfeld 
was president of Grayhall. 

Pursuant to Pacific’s policy, Chaney 
requested from the accounting depart- 
ment of the company a “series 300” 
study on 274-8698. The series 300 study 
contained a print-out of every number 
that was dialed from 274-8698 to num- 
bers outside the area code 213. Chaney 
found that twenty-seven calls were 
placed to various area code 800 numbers 
during the period between November 25 
and December 21, 1974, with an average 
calling time of 12.7 minutes per call. 

At the same time Chaney learned that 
the telephone number 274-8698 was one 
of three telephone numbers assigned in 
rotary to Grayhall; the other numbers 
were 274-8696 and 274-8697. Chaney 
additionally discovered that 274-4688 
was assigned to Grayhall as a separate 
number. Following Pacific’s standard 
procedure for documentation in potential 
“blue box” cases, Chaney attached a 
CMC 2600 device to 274-8698 on January 
8, 1975. The CMC 2600 is a device which 
registers on a counter the number of 
times a 2600 cycle tone, a tone emitted 
by blue boxes, is sent across the line. 
On the same day, Chaney connected a 
tape recorder to the CMC 2600. The 
tape recorder was activated automatical- 
ly when the CMC 2600 registered a burst 
of 2600 cycle activity and would auto- 
matically terminate the recording after 
two minutes. Deciding to use a more 
sophisticated device, he replaced the

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CMC 2600 with a Hekemian 51A. This 
device not only performed the same 
functions as the former, but also produc- 
ed a tape print-out in black lettering of 
all outgoing calls from the telephone, 
and shifted to an upper key and printed 
in red ink the numbers called via the 
blue box. The Hekemian 51A was at- 
tached from January 8 until January 28, 
1975, a period of twenty days; the tape 
recorder was attached for only 13 days. 

On January 17, 1975, the CMC 2600 
was attached to telephone number 274- 
4688; on January 21, the two-minute 
tape recording device was attached. 
While the CMC 2600 was removed on 
January 28, 1975, eleven days later, the 
tape recorder was removed after only 
one day. 

In the opinion of Chaney, the total 
number of area code 415 calls listed that 
were completed via the blue box was 
319; the total number of area code 800 
calls was 55. On January 22, 1975, Cha- 
ney informed the F.B.I. of his investiga- 
tion. On January 28, F.B.I. Special 
Agent Willie White participated in the 
execution of a search warrant at Gray- 
hall. The agents recovered two blue 
boxes, a group of cards containing num- 
bers frequently called via the blue box, 
and directions for using a blue box, all in 
a third floor, locked bedroom. 

On the basis of the material produced 
by Pacific and the evidence obtained in 
the search of Gray hall, Cornfeld was 
charged with three counts of fraud by 
wire and causing an offense, under 18 
U.S.C. §§ 1343 and 2. Cornfeld moved 
under Rule 41(f), Fed.R.Crim.Proc., to 
suppress all of the evidence resulting 
from the telephone company’s investiga- 
tion and from the F.B.I. search. Follow- 
ing a hearing, the motion to suppress

was denied. The matter was tried to a 
jury on August 3, 1976, resulting in find- 
ings of guilty on all counts on August 
10, 1976. 

II 

The numerous issues raised on appeal 
may be summarized as follows: 

(1) whether Pacific Telephone Compa- 
ny conducted its investigation in a con- 
stitutionally and statutorily proper man- 
ner under federal law; 

(2) whether the Communications Act 
of 1934 and Title III of the Omnibus 
Crime Control Act authorized the moni- 
toring of telephone calls in the manner 
done by Pacific Telephone in this case; 

(3) whether the evidence should have 
been excluded because it was obtained in 
violation of state law; 

(4) whether the prosecution’s conduct 
during trial was improper and resulted 
in substantial prejudice; 

(5) whether the prosecution’s summa- 
tion impermissibly commented on Corn- 
feld’s failure to testify; 

(6) whether the questioning of prose- 
cution and defense witnesses by the trial 
judge was improper; and 

(7) whether the evidence adduced at 
trial was sufficient to prove guilt beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 

III 

[1] The appellant’s primary argu- 
ment, raised by the first three issues, 
asks this court to address again the pro- 
priety of the investigative conduct of a 
private telephone company, in light of 
the Communications Act of 1934, 47 
U.S.C. § 605, and Title III of the Omni- 
bus Crime Control Act, 18 U.S.C. 
§ 2511(2Xa)(i). 1 Cornfeld alleges that 

Except as authorized by chapter 119, Title 
18, no person receiving, assisting in receiv- 
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the attachment of the CMC 2600 device, 
the monitoring of the telephone lines by 
the tape recorder, and the subsequent 
disclosure to the F.B.L of the informa- 
tion secured through these devices were 
made in violation of federal and state 
law. 

The same issues were presented in 
United States v. Goldstein, 532 F.2d 1305 
(9th Cir. 1976), cert, denied, 429 U.S. 960, 
97 S.Ct. 384, 50 L.Ed.2d 327 (1977); see 
also United States v. Auler, 539 F.2d 642 
(7th Cir. 1976), cert, denied, 429 U.S. 
1104, 97 S.Ct. 1132, 51 L.Ed.2d 555 
(1977). Appellant argues that Pacific’s 
monitoring violated the exceptions previ- 
ously carved out of § 605, in that it was 
not reasonable or necessary to tape rec- 
ord or attach additional monitoring de- 
vices to the telephones after Chaney 
first determined in his mind that a blue 
box was in fact being used. According 
to Chaney’s testimony, this occurred af- 
ter he had reviewed the 800 IN WATS 
print-out and the series 300 study, and 
before any devices were actually at- 
tached to the telephones. In Goldstein, 
supra, we re-affirmed our earlier deci- 
sion in Bubis v. United States, 384 F.2d 
643 (9th Cir. 1967), that in the enactment 

ing, transmitting, any interstate or foreign 
communication by wire or radio shall di- 
vulge or publish the existence, contents, sub- 
stance, purport, effect, or meaning thereof, 
except through authorized channels of trans- 
mission or reception, (1) to any person other 
than the addressee, his agent, or attorney, 
(2) to a person employed or authorized to 
forward such communication to its destina- 
tion, (3) to proper accounting or distributing 
officers of the various communicating cen- 
ters over which the communication may be 
passed, (4) to the master of a ship under 
whom he is serving, (5) in response to a 
subpoena issued by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, or (6) on demand of other law- 
ful authority. 


of § 605, Congress did not intend to de- 
prive communications systems of their 
fundamental right to take reasonable 
measures to protect themselves and their 
properties against the illegal acts of a 
trespasser. Under § 605, it became well 
established that a telephone company 
could monitor and disclose telecommuni- 
cations on its line to the extent “reason- 
ably necessary" to protect its property 
from fraud. United States v. Goldstein, 
supra at 1309, and n. 2. But the authori- 
ty to intercept and disclose wire commu- 
nications is not unlimited, we noted. 
The telephone company may only inter- 
cept a communication which is a “neces- 
sary incident to the rendition of . 
service or . . . [for] the protection 

of the [company’s] rights or property 
... 18 U.S.C. § 2511(2)(a)(i). 

While in Bubis, supra at 648, the court 
reversed a conviction where it was 
shown that the telephone company had 
resorted to “unreasonable practices”, this 
court did note that “reasonable methods’’ 
included the use of a frequency record- 
ing device and limited use of a tape re- 
corder to identify the offending parties. 
Subsequently, in United States v. Gold- 
stein, supra, we extended this authority 

18 U.S.C. § 2511(2)(a)(i) provides that: 

It shall not be unlawful under this chapter 
for an operator of a switchboard, or an offi- 
cer, employee, or agent of any communica- 
tion common carrier, whose facilities are 
used in the transmission of a wire communi- 
cation, to intercept, disclose or use that 
communication in the normal course of his 
employment while engaged in any activity 
which is a necessary incident to the rendi- 
tion of his service or to the protection of the 
rights or property of the carrier of such 
communication: Provided, That said com- 
munication common carriers shall not utilize 
service observing or random monitoring ex- 
cept for mechanical or service quality con- 
trol checks. 
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to include the authorized release to fed- 
eral authorities such as the the 

information gathered. 

The appellant has failed to demon- 
strate how the factual situation present 
in this case is distinguishable from that 
found in Goldstein, such that a different 
result is required. The question of the 
violation of state law was decided ad- 
versely to appellant in Goldstein, and re- 
quires no further elaboration. 

IV 

[2, 3] Appellant next alleges that im- 
proper prosecutorial conduct was intend- 
ed to mislead the jury and resulted in 
substantial injustice. In this regard, ap- 
pellant cites various statements made by 
the prosecutor during his opening argu- 
ment regarding the forthcoming testimo- 
ny of several witnesses, various alleged 
admonitions by the court to the prosecu- 
tor concerning the type of questions he 
was asking, and an alleged innuendo 
that Cor nf eld and a witness were “sleep- 
ing together”. A review of the tran- 
script fails to indicate that the prosecu- 
tor strayed beyond the permissible 
bounds, either in the opening or closing 
arguments. Furthermore, the appel- 
lant's failure to object at trial requires 
that he demonstrate plain error in order 
to win reversal of the conviction on ap- 
peal, United States v. Memoii, 449 F.2d 
160 (9th Cir. 1971), cert, denied, 405 U.S. 
928, 92 S.Ct. 979, 30 L.Ed.2d 801 (1972); 
Rule 52(b), Fed.R.Crim.Proc., and no 
such error has been shown. As to the 
“sleeping together” remark, when read 
in its full context, it is clear that the 
remark dealt only with the inquiry as to 
whether or not the witness and Cornfeld 
were together at all times and addressed 
the question of the credibility of the wit- 
ness in testifying that Cornfeld had no 
opportunity to use a blue box. The 


question was an appropriate area of in- 
quiry and only in the most convoluted of 
readings could it be construed to imply 
what appellant would have us believe it 
implied. 

V 

[4, 5] The appellant next argues that 
the prosecutor commented on Cornfeld’s 
failure to testify. During his closing ar- 
gument, the prosecutor stated that “in a 
fraud-type case such as this, the individ- 
ual, the defendant, who has perpetrated 
the fraud is the one who wants to keep 
it a secret. ... In this particular 
case you have a clever individual who 
used people to insulate himself from 
criminal responsibility ... in a 
very clever way, by keeping quiet about 
the blue boxes.” Later he stated to the 
jury that “it is totally illogical, totally 
illogical, that the defendant could 
present this story . . Read in 

their full context, the remarks do not 
indicate a reference to Cornfeld’s failure 
to testify, but rather refer to the asser- 
tion that one who engages in criminal 
activity is not going to make it public 
knowledge. It is entirely appropriate 
for the prosecutor to argue to the jury 
and attempt to explain away the reason 
for Cornfeld’s secrecy in the operation of 
the blue boxes. The comments were not 
of such a character that the jury would 
naturally and necessarily take them to 
be comments on the failure of the ac- 
cused to testify, Griffin v. California, 380 
U.S. 609, 85 S.Ct. 1229, 14 L.Ed.2d 106 
(1965). Furthermore, no objection was 
made at the time of the comments and 
they cannot be construed as plain error, 
United States v. Parker, 549 F.2d 1217 

(9th Cir. 1977), cert, denied, U.S. 

-, 97 S.Ct. 1659, 52 L.Ed.2d 365 

(1977); Rule 52(b), Fed.R.Crim.Proc. 
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VI 

[6, 7] Appellant next argues that the 
trial judge improperly questioned prose- 
cution and defense witnesses to the ex- 
tent that actual prejudice inhered to 
Cornfeld. The allegation is without 
merit. The trial judge may question 
witnesses to clear up ambiguities and 
clarify the issues for the jury, so long as 
he maintains an appearance of impartial- 
ity, Rule 614, Fed.R.Evid. 

VII 

[8] Finally, the appellant argues that 
the evidence adduced at trial was insuf- 
ficient to prove guilt beyond a reasona- 
ble doubt. The proper standard for de- 
termining the sufficiency of the evidence 
on appeal is “whether the trier of fact 
could reasonably arrive at its conclu- 
sion," Glasser v. United States, 315 U.S. 
60, 80, 62 S.Ct. 457, 86 L.Ed. 680 (1942); 
United States v. Rojas, 458 F.2d 1355, 
1356 (9th Cir. 1972). The record indi- 


cates that Cornfeld was an incorporator 
of Grayhall; was listed as president on 
ail telephone bills; used the residence as 
his principal residence from May, 1974 
through January, 1975; was in control of 
the secretaries; and instructed his secre- 
taries to place overseas calls for himself 
and his guests. Borland’s testimony 
about her conversation with Cornfeld in 
mid-October, 1974 indicated that she dis- 
cussed blue boxes with him and was told 
to prepare an “800” number list; Corn- 
feld kept after her to prepare the list. 
Carson’s testimony indicated that there 
was a blue box at the residence at least 
as early as late 1971 and that she gave 
Cornfeld a clear warning about the dan- 
ger of using the devices. 

Read as a whole, there is more than 
ample evidence from which the trier of 
fact could determine that Cornfeld used 
or caused to be used blue boxes in the 
placing of long distance telephone calls. 

Affirmed.

U.S. Government records, reviewed by a Special Agent 
of the FBI on 4/24/75, disclose that BERNARD CORNFELD was 
last issued passport Z-2102386 at the Embassy at Rome, Italy, 
on 10/1/74 , for proposed continued travel abroad on business 
and return to the U.S. within one month for a visit. He did 
not furnish any specific travel plans in his application 
dated 10/1/74, at Rome. This passport was valid for 5 years' 
travel to all countries except Cuba, North Korea, and North 
Vietnam. 

It ±e pointed out that, under current passport 
regulations , a passport may be used by the bearer for lawful 
travel within the period of its validity whenever and as often 
as desired without further notification to the Department of 
State or other government agency. The Passport Office does 
not receive information as to whether or when a passport is 
used for foreign travel. 

CORNFELD stated that he was born on 8/17/27, at 
Istanbul, Turkey, and claimed derivative U.S. citizenship 
through his mother, who was naturalized at Kings County, New 
York, in 1938. He indicated that he had immigrated to the U.S 
in 1931, and had resided there continuously until 1945 . He 
gave his permanent residence and foreign address as 218 Rt . 
de Lausanne , Pare© del Principi, Geneva (Switzerland) . In the 
event of death or accident , he requested that SOPHIE CORNFELD, 
his mother be notified at the same address. He listed his 
father as LEON CORNFELD, born in Romania in 1867, naturalized 
in 1939 at Providence , Rhode Island, and now deceased.

By telegram dated 2/9/73, the Embassy at London 
informed the State Department that it had learned that day 
from the London Police of the arrest of BERNARD CORNFELD, 
financier, born In Istanbul on 8/17/27, but as yet the Embassy 
had no particulars about his passport status* The telegram 
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reported that CORNFELD had been charged with Inde cent assault .

an American citizen of I 1 Los Angeles, 

California. CORNFELD appeared on 2/9/73, at Bow Street Magi- 
strate’s Court and was bailed until 2/23/73 . His address was 
given as 1 West Halkin Street, London S.w.l. The Embassy noted 
that the press had made several inquiries concerning the case. 

On 2/13/73, the Embassy at London set an air gram to 
the State Depa?»ti»*i*t reporting that CORNFELD had been bailed 
to appear again at Bow Street Magistrate’s Court on 3/9/7 3 , 
that his passport was not being held as a condition to bail 
in view of his business commitments out of the country. The 
Embassy advised that CORNFELD was issued passport Z-1686.920 in 
London on 9/29/72, limited to expire in three months, to replace 
passport Z-1007663 issued in Bern in October 1968, and reportedly 
stolen. It is to be noted that when he was issued passport 
Z-2102386, as reported above, he presented passport Z- 1007668 
issued at Bern on 10/8/69, and same was cancelled and returned 
to him.

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Vesco Quits International Controls Posts; 
Return to I.O.S. Operations Is Speculated

NEW YORK-Robert L. Vesco, the 36-year- 
old New Jersey entrepreneur who dismem- 
bered the huge international financial complex 
known as I.O.S. Ltd., resigned as chairman, 
chief executive and a director of International 
Controls Corp. 

No reason was given in International Con- 
trols' announcement, and Mr. Vesco couldn’t 
be reached for comment. 

A retiring, controversial man called “bril- 
liant” by his associates, Mr. Vesco founded In- 
ternational Controls, a diversified electronics 
manufacturer headquartered in Fairfield, N.J., 
in 1965. He moved into I.O.S. to fill the vacuum 
crested when I.O.S. directors deposed the com- 
pany’s playboy founder, Bernard Comfeld, in a 
desperate effort to keep I.O.S. from collapsing 
in 1970. 

After arranging a vital loan to I.O.S., Mr. 
Vesco stepped into its chairmanship and had 
International Controls acquire a 38% interest in 
its stock at prices as low as 22 cents a share. 
His plan to create a new international financial 
combine by reshuffling I.O.S. assets went 
awry, however, when the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission took an interest. 

I.O.S. Divorce 

Long critical of the Comfeld operations, 
which it banned from the U.S., the SEC began 
to investigate relations between Mr. Vesco and 
I.O.S. and to demand more public disclosure 


about them. No action has resulted so far from 
the 18-month-old investigation, but earlier this 
year, Mr. Vesco resigned his posts with I.O.S. 
and the new companies he had split off from it. 
International Controls sold its interests in 
I.O.S. and its offshoots to Vesco associates who 
were managing those companies, and he in- 
sisted this was a complete divorce. 

At International Controls’ annual meeting in 
July, Mr. Vesco announced plans for a reor- 
ganization of that company, whose own opera- 
tions have produced little profit in the past two 
years. He said he intended to devote his atten- 
tion to International Controls, although he 
wouldn’t commit himself to remaining its 
chief executive in discussing the plan with a 
reporter. 

Laurence B. Richardson Jr., president of In- 
ternational Controls and heir apparent to Mr. 
Vesco, declined yesterday to discuss the reason 
for the resignation or to comment on Mr. Ves- 
co’s plans. 

Edward B. Simmons, a vice president of 
Prudential Insurance Co. of America, to whom 
Mr. Vesco disclosed his action a couple of 
hours before the public announcement, said 
Mr. Vesco didn’t give him a reason. But on the 
basis of past intimations that Mr. Veseo was 
considering the move, Mr. Simmons said he 
thought the purpose was to “clear his skirts 
with the SEC.” Some shareholders had sug- 
gested at the annual meeting that Mr. Vesco 
resign for just that reason.
